WHEREAS His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 
power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-section 
one, of the Trading with the Mnemy (Kxtension of Powers) Act, 
1915, by divers Proclamations, and in particular by a Proclama- 
tion dated the 23rd day of May, 1916, entitled “‘ The Trading 
with the Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3,’’ to 
prohibit all persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unin- 
corporated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
United Kingdom from trading with any of the persons or bodies 
of persons mentioned in the List contained in the last-mentioned 
Proclamation : 


And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said Act, 
it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, in- 
corporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State, such List as so varied or 
added to being in the last-mentioned Proclamation referred to as 
the “‘ Statutory List”’: 


And whereas the List contained in the last-mentioned Pro- 
clamation has been varied and added to by subsequent Orders 
of Council: : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recom- 
mendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to the 
following effect :— 


That the ‘‘ Statutory List ’’ of persons and bodies of per- 
sons, incorporated or unincorporated with whom trading 1s 
prohibited, should be further amended by the variation and 
addition of the names set forth in the Schedule hereto. 


Now, therefore, Their Lordships, having taken the said recom- 
mendation into consideration, are pleased to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the same be approved.

The Foreign Trade Department is prepared on application to 
inquire of His Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names 
of substitutes for any firm on the Statutory List. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he must undertake to 
pay the cost of the telegraphic correspoydence. A considerable 
amount of information is, however, already available at the 
Foreign ''rade Department, and it is hoped that it may be pos-: 
sible in many cases to suggest the names of satisfactory substi- 
tutes in response to inquiries, without the necessity of referring 
the matter abroad. It would greatly facilitate the work of this 
Department if applicants in making inquiries would specify the 
particular trade, or trades, for which substitutes are required.

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EXPORT OF COAL TO ITALY: 
New System of Licensing. 


The Secretary of the Coal Exports Committee announces that the 
following arrangements have been made in respect of the export 
of coal to Italy :—- 

In connection with the recent arrangements for the limitation of 
prices and freights for coal for Italy, it has been decided that on and 
after 15th December all applications for licence to export coal, coke, 
and manufactured fuel to Italy (which name is here and hereinafter 
used as including Sicily, Sardinia and Tripoli) must be made through 
the Local Committee of the district from which the shipment is to be 
made. In other respects applications are to be made and will be 
dealt with in accordance with the existing rules and practice applying 
to all similar applications. ‘The Local Committees for this purpose 
are the same as those for the supply of coal to France, suitable 
additions having been made to their membership. 

‘he importation of coal, coke and manufactured fuel into Italy 
being now controlled by the Italian Government, acting through the 
Central Coal Committee at the Directorate-General ot Railways at 
Rome, exporters, before applying for licence to ship coal, coke, or 
manufactured fuel to Italy, should ascertain whether the necessary 
authorisation for the importation thereof has been obtained by their 
consignees or buyers. 

In tuture, all licences issued for the export of coal, coke, and 
manufactured fuel to Italy will be general licences, valid for periods 
of from one to three months, and application should be made on the 
form of application requisite for general licence. 

Exporters who on the 15th December hold any valid licences, 
general or specitic, for the export of coal, coke, and manufactured 
fuel to Italy, must on or before that day report the particulars to the 
Local Committees concerned, and specify the balance remaining to 
be shipped under the general licences. 

The above applies, as stated, to all coal, coke, and manufactured 
fuel intended for Italy, including any that may be intended to be 
be shipped under contracts made prior to the 21st October. 

These provisions are subject to revision as may be necessary.

By THE KING. 
A PROCLAMATION 
FoR PROHIBITING THE IMPORTATION OF COCAINE AND OPIUM INTO 


THE UNITED KINGDOM. 
GEORGE RI. 


WuaerEas by Section forty-three of the Customs Consolidation Act, 
1876, it is provided that the importation of arms, ammunition, 
gunpowder, or any other goods may be prohibited by Proclamation : 


And whereas it is expedient that the importation into the United 
Kingdom of cocaine or of opium should be prohibited except as 
hereinafter provided : 


Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy Council, 
in pursuance of the said Act and of all other powers enabling Us in 
that behalf, do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain as follows :— 


As from and after this date, subject as hereinafter provided, all 
cocaine and all opium shall be prohibited to be imported into the 
United Kingdom : 


Provided always, and it is hereby declared, that nothing in this 
Proclamation shall apply to cocaine or opium imported under the 
licence of one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, and in accordance 
with the provisions of such licence. 


The word “cocaine” includes all preparations, salts, derivatives, 
or admixtures prepared therefrom or therewith and containing 
0:1 per cent. (one part in a thousand) or more of the drug, or any 
solid or liquid extract of the coca leaf containing 0°1 per cent. or 
more of the drug. 

‘The word “opium” means raw opium, powdered or granulated 
opium, or opium prepared for smoking, and includes any solid or 
semi-solid mixture containing opium. 

The Cocaine and Opium (Prohibition of Import) Proclamation, 
1916,* is hereby revoked. 


This Proclamation may be cited as The Cocaine and Opium 
(Prohibition of Import) No. 2 Proclamation, 1916.

In the case of millers grinding exclusively native wheats (English, 
Scotch and Irish) an allowance of 1 per cent. will be allowed in the 
percentage of flour to be obtained, 7.e., in milling such wheats they 
must extract from English or Irish wheat 75 per cent., and from 
Scotch wheat 74 per cent. (instead of the 76 per cent. and 75 per 
cent. laid down for these classes respectively in the Order and the 
foregoing table). 

The percentages set out above and the percentages included in the 
Order must be regarded as strictly provisional and liable to alteration. 


Use of Flour for Sizing. 


The ettect of the Manufacture of Fiour and Bread Order, 1916, in 
regard to the use of flour for sizing purposes has been considered by 
the Food Controller. He is accordingly prepared for the present to 
grant applications tor licences for the milling, otherwise than in 
accordance with the terms of the Order, of flour required for this 
purpose, subject in general to the following conditions :— 

(1) That the total flour extracted from the wheat so milled. 
though it may be divided for thts special purpose, does not fall 
below the percentage specified from time to time by Order for 
that class of wheat ; 

(2) That the miller guarantees that the flour so milled under 
licence will be delivered to his regular customers for sizing 
purposes only, and that the amount so delivered to each 
customer does not exceed the amoant of flour ordinarily supplied 
to him for that purpose. 

The licences will be provisional only, and will be subject to with- 
drawal on further investigation.

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NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS. 


An Order in Council, dated 5th December, further amends the 
regulations (called the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) 
Regulations, 1914), made under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914 for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm. The-Order referred to orders, inter alia, 
the followimg amendments in the regulations :-— 


Maintenance of Food Supplies. 

After regulation 2K the following regulation shall be inserted : 

21n.—(1.) Where the Board of Agric ‘ulture and Fisheries are ot 
opinion that, with a view to maintaining the food supply of the 
country, it is expedient that they should exercise the powers given 
to them under this regulation as respects any land, the Board may 
enter on the land 

(a) without any consent, if the land is for the time being 
unoccupied, or was unoccupied on the twenty-ninth day of

(1ii.) Any person who cultivates land under any such arrange- 
ment shall, on the determination, by or on behalf of the Board, 
of the arrangement, if the determination takes effect before the 
first day of January, nineteen hundred and eighteen, receive from 
the Board such compensation as may have been agreed under the 
terms of the arrangement, or, in default of any such agreement, 
as the Board may consider just and reasonable, and shall not be 
entitled to any other compensation. 

(iv.) On the determination of the occupation of any land by the 
Board under this regulation, compensation shall be paid by the 
Board to any person “injuriously affected by any deterior ation of 
the land caused by the exercise of the powers under this regula- 
tion, the amount of that compensation to be determined, in default 
of agreement, by a single arbitrator under and in accordance with 
the provisions of the Second Schedule to the Agricultural Holdings 
Act, 1908. 

(v.) The Board may with respect to any land authorise any loca] 
authority to exercise on behalf of the Board any of the powers 
of the Board under this regulation.

If any person sells, gives, procures, or supplies, or 
offers to sell, give, procure, or supply, cocaine to or for any person, 
other than an authorised person, in the United Kingdom, he shall 
be guilty of a summary offence against these regulations unless he 
prov es that the following conditions have been complied with: 

(a) the cocaine must be supplied on and in accordance with 
a written prescription of a duly qualified medical practitioner 
and dispensed by a person legally authorised to dispense such 
prescription :

(e) the ingredients of the prescriptions so dispensed, with 
the name and address of the person to whom it is sold or 
delivered, shall be entered in a book specially set apart for 
this sole purpose and kept on the premises where the prescrip- 
tion is dispensed, which book shall be open to inspection by 
any person authorised for the purpose by a Secretary of 
State. 

(i1.) If any medical practitione r gives a prescription for the 
supply of cocaine otherwise than in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these 
regulations. 

(iui.) If any person manufactures, or carries on any process 1n 
the manufacture of, cocaine, without a licence from a Secretary 
of State, or otherwise than in accordance with any conditions 
attached to the licence, he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these reg ulations. 

(iv.) If any person, other than an authorised person or a person 
licensed to import or to manufacture cocaine, has in his possession 
any cocaine, he shall be guilty of a summary offence against 
these regulations unless he proves that the cocaine was supplied 
on and in accordance with such a prescription as aforesaid. 

(v). If anv person sells any _ ‘le into the composition of which 
cocaine enters, in a package or bottle which has not plainly 
marked on it the amount and fived entage of cocaine 1n the article, 
he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these regulations. 

(vi.) If any person sells, gives, procures, or sunnlies, or offers 
to sell, give, procure, or supply, opium to or for any person, 
other than an authorised person, in the United Kingdom, or if 
any person, not being an authorised person or a person licensed 
to import opium, has any opium in his possession, he shall be 
guilty of a summary offence against these regulations. 

(vii.) If any person prepares opium for smoking, or deals in or 
has in his possession any opium so prepared, he shall be guilty 
of a summary offence against these regulations. 

(vill.) Every person who deals in cocaine or opium shall keep 
a record, in such form as may be prescribed by a Secretary of 
State, of all dealings in cocaine or opium effected by him (in- 
cluding sales to persons outside the United Kingdom), and if

-) All contracts existyng for the sale to or purchase by them of 
unwrought copper at the above-mentioned date, 

Notwithstanding the above, no return is required from (1) any 
manufacturer or smelter of stock in hand or due for future delivery 
tor the sole purpose of manafacture or smelting at his works, or (2) 
any person whose total stock in hand and due for tuture delivery does 
not exceed two tons.

IMPORTED FLOUR AND FLOUR FOR USE 
AT SEA. 

The Board of Trade have considered the position of imported flour 
in regard to the Flour and Bread Order, 1916. They have accordingly 
given express authority under that Order for the manufacture until 
turther notice of bread or other articles of food from any imported 
flour which, though not complying with the requirements of the 
Order, satisfies the following conditions :— 

1. That North American spring wheat flour so imported is not 
whiter than a sample representing straight run flour manu- 
factured in Glasgow, at the time that the imported flour was 
purchased, from North American spring wheat of a grade not 
lower than No. 3 North Manitoba; and 

2. That other wheat flour so imported is not whiter than a 
sample representing a straight run flour manufactured in the 
ordinary course of business in the mills of the district: of the 
port ot entry, at the time that the imported flour was purchased. 

Flour already purchased for importation, whether it has already 
arrived or not, will be deemed for this purpose to have been purchased 
on 12th December. ‘The samples referred to above will in all cases 
be taken under Government supervision and will be made available 
tor inspection at the earliest possible moment. 

The Board of ‘Trade have also considered the question of tlour 
required for use at sea. Pending further experiments as to the 
keeping qualities for extended sea voyages of flour milled in accord- 
ance with the Order, they will be prepared on application to grant 
temporary licences for the milling of flour guaranteed to be for use 
at sea otherwise than in accordance with the terms of the Order.

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SALE ETC. OF MOTOR SPIRIT IN IRELAND. 


‘The Secretary of the War Office notifies that, in pursuance of the 
powers conferred on them by Regulation 2E of the Defence of the 
Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the Army Council have 
ordered, under date 7th December, that motor spirit shall not be sold 
or supplied in Ireland to any person otherwise than a licensed dealer 
for the purpose of sale to customers, except under the following 
conditions, viz. :— 


1. That the person to whom the motor spirit is to be sold or 
supplied shall on or before delivery cf the spirit produce to the 
person selling or supplying the same a licence signed by the 
Competent Military Authority for Ireland or by a person duly 
authorised by him, permitting motor spirit to the amount 
specified in the licence to be sold or supplied to the holder ot 
the licence. 

2. That the person so selling or supplying motor spirit shal! 
on or before delivery of the spirit enter clearly and indelibly in 
the space provided for the purpose on the licence the amount ot 
spirit sold or supplied by him, the date on which it was 
delivered, and the name and address of the seller or supplier. 

3. That no person shall sell, supply or receive motor spirit in 
excess of the quantity authorised by the said licence. 

This Order ‘does not in any way affect the duty of persons to 
comply with the Regulations ‘dated 5lst July, 1916, made by the 
Boaid of Trade under section 15 of the Finance? Act, 1916, with 
regard to licences authorising the supply of motor spirit. 

In this Order the expression ‘‘ motor spirit’ has the same meaning 
as in Part VI. of the Finance (1909-1910) Act, 1910. 

| Note.—In Part V1. of the Act of 1910 the expression ‘motor spirit” 
means ‘“‘any inflammable hydro-carbon (including any mixture of 
hydro-carbons and any liquid contaming hydro-carbun) which is 
capable of being used for providing reasunably efficient motive power 
for a motor car.” |

V.—SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
November, 1916, amounted to 2,555,503 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,672,613 tons, as against 2,941,128 tons entered, and 
2,929.887 tons cleared, during November, 1915. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during November, 
1916, amounted to 1,769,180 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
1,712,104 tons, as against 2,025,258 tons arrived, and 1,990,237 tons 
departed, in November, 1915. 


VI—-ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-NOVEMBER. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the eleven months January—Novemher, 1916, amounted to 27.545,617 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 35,U80.787 tons, as against 31,098,325 
tons entered, and 56,356,732 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1915. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
arrived with cargoes during the eleven months January-November, 1916, 
amounted to 20,661,555 tons, and the tonnage departed to 20,620,406 
tons, as against 25,566.450 tons arrived, and 25,369,992 tons departed, 
during the eleven months January—November, 1915. 








DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
Enquiries of Consular Officers. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, EC., desires to point out to British manufac- 
turers and merchants who may wish to obtain information in 
regard to trade matters, including the names of importers and of 
possible agents in foreign countries, that it is desirable that applica- 
tion should first be made to the Department betore communications 
are addressed to H.M. Consular Officers abroad, who are the Corres- 
pondents of the Department. Ky the adoption of this course much 
delay would be avoided by the enquirer in thc se cases in which the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence is already in possession of 
the required information. 

Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular Officers, of addressing them by their 
official designation only, and not by their names, as shown below :— 

The British Consul-General (Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular 
Agent), British Ccn-ulate-General (Consulate, Vice-Con- 
suiate, or Consular Agency), 
followed, by the name of the town and the country. 

Correspondence addressed to H.M, Consular Officers by name is api to 
be treated as private correspondence, and delay, therefore, ensues if the 
Officer happens to he absent from his post. 
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INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS AT CAEN (NORMANDY). 

The British Vice-Consul at Caen (Mr. A. G. B. Bax) reports, under 
date 19th November, that as the result of a recent visit to that port 
by the Ministers representing the State [partments chiefly con- 
cerned, steps are to be taken to develop the local shipping and coal, 
iron, ete industries. 

The plans tor the enlargement and deepening of the canal and the port 
of Caen, in order to accommodate ships of 8,000 to 9,000 tons, have 
heen approved, and the work is to be carried out in stages. 'The total cost 
of these works js estimated to be 15,000,000 franes, of which half is 
to be contributed by the local Chamber of Commerce, and the Govern- 
ment is to be asked to assist as much as possible towards the expenses 
of thescheme. Immediate steps are to be taken to effect the junction 
otf the rails of the new quay (Pont de Calix) with the new sorting 
station. 

A local iron foundry is to construct at once a second blast furnace, 
and plans have been made for extending the number of furnaces to 
six in all. Kvery effort is to be made to expedite the erection of steel 
works and rolling mills, which will enable iron ore to be treated 
locally, | 

The examination of the Bassin de Littry for coal is to be under- 
taken and a Parliamentary credit of 2,000,000 francs is to be sought 
tor that purpose. Labour is to be made available for the working of 
the iron mines. ‘The mineral railway is to be completed in the 
shortest possible time and a pyrotechnic factory is to be set up near 
Caen.

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BLOCKADE OF SECTION OF GREEK COAST AND CERTAIN 
ISLANDS IN THE OCCUPATION OF THE GREEK 
ROYALIST AUTHORITIES. 

The “Journal Officiel” (Paris) of Sth December publishes the 
following notice :— 

The French Republic. heing in agreemeat with its Allies in 
declaring a blockade of Greece, herewith announces the conditions 
under which it will take place. ‘The blockada is declared to be 
effective from 8th December, 1916, at eight o’clock in the morning. 

‘T'he blockade applies to the coasts of Greece, including the Islands 
of Euboea, Zante, and Santa Maura, from a point situated 39 deg. 
20 min. north latitude and 20 deg. 20 min. east of Greenwich, to a 
point situated 39 deg. 50 min. north latitude and 22 deg. 50 min. 
east of Greenwich, as well as the islands at present under the 
denendency or occupation of the Greek Royalist authorities. 

Ships of neutral powers in the blockaded ports may come out 
freely until 1Uth December at 8 o'clock in the morning. Orders 
have been given to the Commander-in-Chief of the navai forces which 
are taking charge of the blockade to inform the local authorities of 
the present declaration. 





NEW TOWN AT KOWLOON BAY. 

According to the ‘‘ Hong Kong Weekly Press” of 23rd September, 
an extensive scheme, which has been approved by the Hong Kong 
Government, is on foot for the reclamation of about 12,000,000 
sq. ft. of land from the sea in Kowloon Bay, and the erection 
thereon of an up-to-date township. It is anticipated that in five 
years time there will be a new town opposite Kowloon Old City, 
with a grand “ praya,” 175 ft. broad, and extending along the sea front 
for 8,000 ft., from which will project four piers, including a Govern- 
ment pier, capable of accommodating ocean-going vessels at all tides. 
The scheme provides for the erection of forty-seven blocks of large 
residential buildings of the European type and with European 
sanitary arrangements, each occupying from 170,000 to 200,000 sq. ft. ; 
the main thoroughfare of the new town is to be 100 ft. broad and the 
other streets 50 ft. wide; the sanitary arrangements are all to be of 
the latest type, and a service of motor-buses or trams is to connect 
this new town with Kowloon and other places in the vicinity. Four 
to five thousand acres of the site will be given to the Government for 
any purposes it may decide upon, and in addition several acres will 
be reserved for a recreation ground. When completed, the whole 
scheme will comprise a model town for wealthy Chinese, which will 
have no equal in the Far Kast. 

A limited liability company has been formed in Hong Kong to 
undertake this work and all the money necessary for carrying out 
the scheme has been subscribed. It was expected that the work 
of reclamation would be commenced about the middle of October. 
The reclamation operations were to be begun on the opposite side 


of the main road which passes from Kowloon Old City.

OFFICIALLY GUARANTEED MERCHANDISE RECOGNISED 
BY PARAGUAYAN GOVERNMEN'. 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Asuncion reports, under date 18th October, 
the promulgation of a Paraguayan Decree, dated 20th January, 1916, 
recognising in favour of the Cuban Government a stamp or label 
which guarantees the genuineness of manufactured Cuban tobacco 
(see p. 913 of the * Board of Trade Journal ” of 5th December, 1912). 
Under the terms of this Decree, the Cuban Diplomatic and Consular 
Representatives in Paraguay may denounce attempts to pass off as 
of Cuban origin manufactured tobacco which lacks the official label. 
As. however, this label does not constitute a trade mark, the effect 
of such denunciation will be confined to the official publication 
thereof as a means of warning consumers of the fraud. The preamble 
to the Decree states that inthe event of the Government of Paraguay 
establishing similar guarantees in respect of national products which 
are exported to Cuba the Cuban Government undertakes to accord 
reciprocal treatment. 

This is the first instance, H.M. Chargé d’Affaires understands, in 
which the Paraguayan Government has recognised anything in the 
nature of a merchandise mark. (C. 32,051), 
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FOREIGN TRADE OF BRAZIL DURING JANUARY- 
SEPTEMBER, 1916. . 


According to official statistics recently issued by the Brazilian 
Government, the total value of the imports into Brazil during the 
irst nine months of the current year was £28,328,000, as compared 
with £21,922,000 in the corresponding period of 1915 and £30,729,000 
in 1914. Exports from Brazil represented a total value of £33,459,000 
in January-September, 1916, as against £35.641,000 and £34,671,000 
in the corresponding periods of 1915 and 1914 respectively.

The present 
Act provides that whenever it shall be proved to 
the satisfaction of the Governor in Council that a Company has been 
registered under the “Companies Act, 1899” for the purpose of the 
construction and operation in any place in the Colony of a ship- 
building yard, a certificate may be issued to such company under the 
hand of the Colonial Secretary entitling such company to the benefits 
of this Act. ‘The Minister of Finanve and Customs is given, 
authority out of the funds of the Colony to pay to any company 
which shall receive a certificate, for a term of fifteen years a sum by 
which the net annual protits of the company shall be less than seven 
per cent. upon its paid-up capital; provided that the total amount 
of capital in any one such company upon which the said sum shal! 
be payable shall not exceed 30,000 dollars, and that the total amount 
payable hereunder in respect of any one such company shal! not 
exceed 2,100 dollars in any one year.

fincomiendas must bear, on the outside, in addition to the address 
and any marks and numbers, the word “ encomienda ”’ or its equivalent 
in a foreign language; with the addition of the word ‘ comerctal,” 
except in the case of goods destined for the personal use of the 
addressee. 

Encomiendis and parcels of samples may not exceed ten kilo- 
grammes in weight; those which exceed that weight are to be 
regarded as “cargo,” and are to be placed in warehouse at the port 
where the importing vessel effects its operations. 

In accordance with the provisions of Art. 18 of Law No. 4933, no 
encomienda may be declared as ‘‘ without value.” It is prohibited to 
introduce as encomiend +s or samples inflammable or explosive articles. 

As * samples without value” may be cleared through the Customs 
only parcels containing small cuttings or pieces of goods, which are 
manifestly useless for sale purposes, and which are not more than 10 
centimetres in length, or sepirate articles and objects which have 
been so defaced, etc. that they are useless for trading purposes (Art. 
200 of the Customs Regulations; Art. 34 of the Decree issued to 
give effect to Law No. 4933; and Art. 3 of the Decree of the 4th 
June, 1914). When such samples are imported in trunks, handbags 
or other containers subject to duty, the Appraisers shall classify such 
containers, and the importer shall pay, or enter into a bond for, the 
amount of duty leviable. 

Parcels containing samples of kinds not included in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, or which may be classified under any heading 
of the Valuation Tariff, are to be regarded as ‘‘samples of a (com- 
mercial) value,” and, as such, shall pay duty in accordance with the 
values established by the Appraisers, provided tha! the samples consist 
of separate pieces of goods which are commonly imported in sets, and 
that there ave only one or two pteces of each ecluss of article: or—if the 
samples consist of articles of miscellaneous kinds, classes or qualities 
in the form of one or two pieces to illustrate each kind or quality — 
provided that such samples are those of goods which are of kinds 
commonly imported in larger quantities and in parcels containing 
only one kind or quality. In this case, the interested party must 
declare in detail the pieces or objects which he wishes to import, and 
he may apply for permission to examine the contents of the parcel if 
such examination is necessary in order that he may make a correct 
declaration. 

When samples consist of single articles illustrating goods which are 
sold in pairs, the interested party must annex to his declaration a 
statement, in triplicate, specifying the “ manufacturing number ” of 
each article and the material of which mad-, the dimensions, and any 
other details which serve tu distinguish one object from the others of 
the same general category comprised in the importation. 
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Parcels of samples must bear, on the outside, in addition to any 
marks, numbers, and addresses, the word “ muestras,” or its equiva- 
lent in a foreign language. 

Customs officers are forbidden to permit importers to alter the condition 
of objects imported from foreign countries and documented as *‘ samples,” 
either by stamping such objects or perforating them with a view to 
depriving them of their quality us saleable merchandise. All parcels 
containing goods not defined as samples in these Regulations, but 
which, nevertheless, may be sought to be cleared through the Customs 
as samples, shall render the importer liable to the penalties provided 
by the Tariff Law.

Proposed Increase de Janeiro to the effect that the Brazilian Budget 
of Consumption Bill for 1917, as passed by the Chamber of 
Duties on certain Deputies, proposes to raise the Consumption Duties 
Goods. on certain articles (as from January lst, 1917), 
as follows :— 
On dyed cotton tissues, from 20 to 30 reis (paper), per metre. 
On boots and shoes, handkerchiefs, collars, cuffs, and shirts, 
by 90 per cent. 
On tinned provisions, from 25 to 50 reis (paper), per } kilo- 
osramme. 
On cigarettes, to 70,100, 150 and 200 reis (paper), per packet. 
On tobacco, from 30 to 80 reis (paper), per 25 grammes. 
On beer of low fermentation, to 180 reis (paper), per litre. 

It is also proposed to impose a Consumption Duty on roasted or 
ground coffee at the rate of 60 reis (paper), per kilogramme; and on 
butter at the rate of 150 reis (paper), per kilogramme.

last. Of the total length of 1,900 metres to be 
built, only 564 metres have so far been completed. Other works, viz. : 
the construction of subsidiary quays and jetties for facilitating the 
loading and discharge of cargo at this port are being carried on at 
the same time. 

The company holding a concession for the port of Fadala has con- 
tinued the work of jetty construction and dredging, and quays and 
terre-pleins are in course of construction at Rabat and Salee. At 
Kenitra a quay 250 metres long is being built, whilst an attempt is 
being made to clear the bar at the mouth of the Sebu river by 
dredging. Should this prove successful, the importance of Kenitra 
will be greatly increased, as it is at present severely handicapped by 
the bar, which in winter is frequently impassable for weeks at a time. 

At Mazagan and Mogador smal! harbours for the use of lighters are 
being constructed. At Saffi some warehouses for the Customs 
Administration have now been completed; the only work at present 
in hand is the construction of a terre-plein, a definite decision in 
regard to the work to be undertaken at the port not having yet been 
reached. Agadir is not yet opened to commerce, but as vessels 
occasionally have to visit the port for the conveyance of military 
stores, etc. a pier has been built. (C. 32,655.)

UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held in St. George’s Town Hall, Stepney, 
London, E., on 15th, 16th, 17th, 20th, 21st, 23rd, 
24th and 28th November into the circumstances 
attending the explosion of a new cylindrical vertical 
boiler, used for supplying steam to a clothing 
press, which occurred on Sth June iast at a clothing factory at 
Stepney. 

The Commissioners found that the explosion was due to over- 
pressure of steam, the only outlets from the boiler being closed or 
inoperative. The safety valve fitted to the boiler was stuck fast and 
inoperative, and the stop valve between the boiler and the machine 
(an innovation introduced by the makers) was shut. The Commis- 
sioners condemned the type of safety valve in use, and recommended 
the fitting of a valve of larger area. They found that responsibility 
for the explosion rested with the makers of the machine, and with 
the owners and users, their manager, and departmental manager. 
The makers were accordingly ordered to pay £150, the owners £50, 
the manager £50, and the departmental manager £10, towards the 
costs of the investigation. 

It transpired during the hearing of the investigation that a large 
number of these machines with boilers attached to them are in use in 
clothing factories in London (and possibly elsewhere) where no other 
steam boilers are installed and where, as a general rule, no fitter or 
mechanic is employed. The attention of such factories is therefore 


especially directed to the results of the above ivestigation.

Pr in silk exports for the first half of 1916 (see 
notice on p. 966 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 28th September) 
were fully maintained during the third quarter of the year. 

The value of the total exports of silk goods from France in the 
nine months under review amounted to 295,719,000 francs, as com- 
pared with 245,095,000 francs and 264,049,000 francs respectively, 
during the corresponding periods in 1915 and 1914. Thus, there was 
an increase of over 50,000,000 francs in the first nine months of 
this year as compared with the same period in 1915, and an increase 
of almost 32,000,000 francs when compared with the corresponding 
period in 1914. 

Decreases are still noted in pongees and pure silk ribbons. These 
particular goods were formerly dispatched by parcel post and the 
restrictions on this medium of conveyance have operated against the 
export of these lines. 

As regards increases, velvets of pure and mixed silks, ribbons of 
mixed silks, muslins, grenadines, crepons, nets and tissues of artificial 
silk, all show a substantial increase. With the exception of Switzer- 
land and Morocco, all countries of destination received larger 
quantities of French silk goods during the first nine months of 1916 
than during the corresponding periods of 1914 and 1915, exports to 
the United Kingdom, United States, Spain, Russia and South 
America showing the largest increases.

Buropean Russia Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) has forwarded 
* the following later report on the conditions of the 
crops, taken from the ‘ Torgovo Promyshlennaya Gazeta ” (Petrograd) 
of 26th October/8th November :— 

The meteorological conditions during the past summer were not 
altogether favourable tor the oilseed crops. Drought in the south 
and south-west, and excess of rain in the northern and eastern 
Governments, and in the central agricultural regions exercised an 
unfavourable influence during the first half of the summer. A more 
favourable change set in later, visibly improving the prospects, but 
at harvesting time heavy rainfall again occurred and affected the 
quality and quantity of the crops. As a result the oilseed crops in 
European Russia vary considerably, though in general they may be 
classed as average. 
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Agricultural and Forest Products. 





RUSSIA—continecd. 


Linseed.—The linseed crop is below average. It is unsatisfactory 
in parts of the southern regions, in places in the central agricultural 
regions, in the Government of Samara, in parts of the industrial 
Governments in the north-west, in the Governments of Vitebsk, 
Smolensk, Pskov, and in parts of the north-eastern region. It is 
good in isolated places only in Estonia, in separate parts of the 
Governments of Olonetz, Kursk, Tambov,’ T’chernigov, and in single 
districts in the Governments of Volhynia, Kiev, Kazan and Uva. 
In other districts the crop is, in general, an average oue. 


Hempseed.—'l'he hempseed crop is in general above the average. 
It is tully satisfactory and in places even good, in the chief hemp- 
growing region, viz., in the Governments of Kursk, Voronezh, Orel, 
Tchernigov (except in one district), and in Moghilev. It is good, too, 
in places in the south-west and the Little Russian Governments, in 
parts of the Baltic and Lake Governments, and in places in the north- 
east. It is unsatisfactory in small regions in the north-west, and in 
parts of the Governments of Samara, Uva and Viatka. Elsewhere 
it is, in generai, an average crop. 

Sunflower seed.—The crop of this seed is in general above the 
average. It is fully satisfactory and even good in the chief sunflower- 
growing districts, i.e, the Governments of Tambov, Voronezh, 
Saratov, parts of the Don Territory and of the Northern Caucasus, 
as also in parts of the Governments of Kursk, Poltava, Tchernigov, 
and Bessarabia. It is not satisfactory in separate places in the 
Governments of Riazan and Samara. 


Winter rapeseed, mustard and poppy.—The crops of these seeds are, 
in general, average. Rape is good in several districts of the Govern- 
ments of Bessarabia, Kherson, and Volhynia. Mustard in parts of 
the Don Territory and in the Government of Astrakhan is good ; in 
parts it is below the average. 


In quality the oilseed crops are generally satisfactory. Linseed is 
not up to usual standard in the north-western regions and in parts 
of the north-eastern regions, the seed from these districts being dark, 
dirty, and of light weight. Hempseed is average in quality. Sun- 
flower seed is comparatively good; in the Trans—Volga region it is 
mixed and light in weight. In the northern Caucasus and in the 
central Governments it is of good quality, while in certain districts 
in the Government of Poltava it is small and thin here and there.

In a speech on the second reading of a Bill proposing to grant a 
special lease of the deposit, the Minister for Lands said that the pro- 
posed agreement with the lessee is for 42 years. The quantity of lime 
to be obtained is not to be less than 50 tons per day, and its price is 
to be fixed at not more than 10s. for unscreened lime, and not more 
than 12s. for screened lime delivered at Waroona, to which place the 
lessee is to construct and work a railway. ‘The State Mineralogist 
has reported that the deposit contains lime suitable for use as a 
fertiliser. The Government Geologist estimates that the deposit 
contains 18,000,000 yards of high-grade marl. 

The lessee also intends to erect works for the manufacture of 
cement. 

Mr. Oliphant adds that a second discovery of lime in Weatern 
Australia has recently been made, but that no details of this deposit 
were available at the time of writing. (D.C.1. 48,902.)

It is to be regretted, says the Report, that capital had not interested 
itself in the possibilities of the Sudan as a source of meat supply 
before the war, for, had preliminary work been already undertaken, 
the export of frozen or canned meat might have made great progress 
owing to the extra demand which has arisen. 

Large numbers of camels have lately been exported from the Sudan 
to Egypt and other parts of the world. There was a good demand 
for ‘‘ Garad,” the pods of the Acacia Arabica, used in tanning. The 
export of castor seed was not taken up, and in spite of the high prices 
which prevailed in Europe all the efforts made to promote this trade 
proved unsuccessful. 

Another field which offers possibilities is the tanning industry, and 
no doubt in course of time this industry will attract the requisite 
capital and enterprise. A considerable amount of tanning is done by 
native methods.

extending Government supervision over commercial banks. 


(1) The Minister of Finance is empowered to take the necessary 
measures to verify whether the commercial banks, operating within 
the Empire as joint stock institutions or under special regulations, do 
not infringe either the existing laws which prohibit operations with 
foreign institutions and subjects, or stipulations of the law, or regu- 
lations of the Statutes (articles of association) concerned, or Govern- 
ment enactments concerning merchandise, exchange, and guarantee 
operations ; and, in case of the disclosure of any such irregularities, 
to take, with regard to the said banks the measures provided for by 
the Credit Code. 


(2) The prohibition imposed on commercial banks, on the basis of 
the preceding clause, to undertake operations, under which the 
infringements referred to above took place, shall be temporary, at the 
discretion of the Minister of Finance, for a period not later, however, 
than one year from the day of the ratification of the treaty of peace. 
The procedure for the liquidation of transactions concluded in connec- 
tion with these operations shall be determined by the Minister of 
Finance, who shall fix a definite term for such liquidation. 


Commenting upon this Decree, the “ Novoe Vremia” (Petrograd) 
of 29th October/11th November states that there is no doubt that 
many of the Russian commercial banks were closely connected 
with big German banks before the war. ‘The closer supervision 
imposed by the Decree is in the interests of the banks themselves 
and will be welcomed by those carrying on legitimate business.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to the New York “Journal of Commerce ” of 24th 
November, a plant on a commercial scale is to 
be set up by the United States Department of 
State Plant to b Agriculture for the conduct of experimental 
7 . oars oe — work in the production of potash from kelp, an 
rows. appropriation of 175,000 dols. (about £36,000) 
having been made for this purpose. It is expected that the plant 
will be established in Southern California, either at Santa Barbara or 
Long Beach, and that constructive work will be begun soon after the 
site has been decided upon. 

The plans are for a plant capable of dealing with approximately 
200 tons of wet kelp per day. ‘l'he equipment will consist of drying 
kilns, distilling chambers, vats, handling machinery, etc. Electric 
power will probably be used for all mechanical operations, while heat 
for drying and distillation will be furnished by the use of crude 
petroleum. From the 200 tons of kelp treated daily about 5 tons of 
muriate of potash will be manufactured. 

The primary purpose of the plant will be to determine the most 
economical processes for producing potash from kelp and to work out 
methods for the recovery and utilisation of by-products. Numerous 
methods will be employed experimentally, but for the most part the 
Department of Agriculture will rely on distillation processes. 


Production of 
Potash from Kelp: 


[In this connection it may be of interest to note that, 
according to ‘‘Commerce Reports” (Washington) of 12th June, 
1915, the area of the kelp beds along the United States Pacific coast 
is nearly 400 square miles. [rom this area, it is officially estimated, 
the annual cuttings, including two cuttings per annum off the coast 
of south-western California, would yield 59,000,000 tons of keip from 
which 2,300,000 tons of potassium chloride could be produced. This 
issue of ‘‘ Commerce Reports,” which discusses the utilisation of kelp

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


The Unemployment Insurance (Supplementary No. 2) Regulations dated 
6th December, 1916, made by the Board of Trade under the National 
Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 


The Board of Trade, in pursuance of the powers conferred on them 
by the National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916, 
hereby make the following Regulations :— 

1. Regulation 7 (3) of the Unemployment Insurance Regulations, 
1912, is hereby repealed and the following Regulation shall be sub- 
stituted therefor :-— 

‘“If a book is destroyed, is lost, or is defaced in any material 
particular the Board may issue a new book in substitution for it, and, 
if they think fit, may charge a sum not exceeding one shilling for the 
new book, such sum to be paid by the person for the time being 
responsible for the custody of the book so destroyed, lost or defaced 
as aforesaid, and such number of contributions as are shown to the 
satisfaction of the Board to have been paid by the affixing or 
impressing of stamps to or upon the book so destroyed, lost or 
defaced, shall be credited to the workman. 

‘Save as aforesaid no charge shall be made by the Board in con- 
nection with the issue, custody, delivery up, or exchange or replace- 
ment of any book.” 

2. In the case of the first panels of Courts of Referees constituted 
under the National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916, 
additional members to represent the workmen in a trade or group of 
trades in a district may be appointed by the Board of Trade instead 
of being elected by those workmen (as required by Regulation 20 
(iii) of the Unemployment Insurance Regulations, 1912) and the 
Board, before making the appointment shall take into consideration 
the names of any persons suggested for appointment by or on behalf 
of any associations of those workmen who appear to the Board to be 
interested.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :-— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2086X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making sarking, 
sheathing or sanded felt. (Application 466X). 
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National Inswrance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





2088X. All workmen engaged wholly or mainly in sawmilling or 
machine woodwork, whether in connection with insured or uninsured 
trades or independently, with the exception of those already insurable 
under Part II. of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 
‘The term “ sawmilling and machine woodwork ”’ includes the 
cross-cutting, boring, turning, polishing or sandpapering of wood 
by power-driven machinery. ) 


2089X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
(including compressing and filling into cylinders) of carbonic acid 
gas. 

2091X. Workmen employed by a firm of spade and shovel manu- 
facturers, engaged in fitting wooden handles to spades and shovels. 

2092X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of finger stalls, 
sponge bags, bathing caps, and similar druggists’ sundries made of 
leather, rubber, or rubber proofed materials. 

2093X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in cutting corks for 
use In war. 

2094X. Workmen engaged in tempering steel. 

2095X. Workmen engaged in mixing and grinding mortar. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 


2085. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making hair felt. 
(Application 466X). 

2087. Volunteer workers employed on munitions work in their 
spare time and engaged for less than the normal factory hours of the 
place where they work, provided that they are :— 

(1) free to come and go or stay away as they please ; 
(2) are not dependent upon earnings at munitions work ; 
(3) are not badged in respect of the munitions work. 


2090. Workmen (other than those insurable under Part II. of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911), engaged in digging and screening 
sand, ballast, and gravel. 


Note.— Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 


Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a © 
previous decision, are not published.
